This season the 
well was sunk 50 feet deeper, but the 
water,which is clearer aud colder than 
ever, is claimed to have sickened

A local chemist 
who has made an analysis of Hie wa 
ter claims it Is not sulphurous but 
poisonous. 
The well was shut down 
yesterday and a sample of the watt 
will be sent to Columbus to be tested 
under direction of the state board of 
health. 
Meanwhile the water furu 
isbed by the city water works from 
the Ohio river Is notoriously Impure 
and there is a boom in all sorts of 
tilters.” 
Mr. Howard enclosed the clipping 
aud commented as follows: 
Dear Sir 
"Enclosed And an article 
taken from tile Evening Dispatch. As 
I sent a report day before yesterday on 
the city water, I should like to make 
some comments on these statements 
Of the last sentence that the water 
furnished by the city water works 
from the Ohio river is notoriously im 
pure, if sam pies one and two sent last 
week by yourself is this water,as I un 
derstand it to be.

wish to repeat 
that t lie samples received are of a con 
siderable deg.ee of 
purity. 
W hat 
dangers of contamination may exist, 
what changes may occur In the water 
from day to day, of course I do not 
know, hut no objection can lie made 
to the samples you selected. 
This ex­ 
amination is not directed towards the 
detection of typhoid 
fever germs; 
these may occur In waters of great 
purity: but as regards organic matters, 
animal 
and 
vegetable, these 
are 
present In about as small quantity as 
will be found in any water supply, 
u fact, the nitrogen-con tai olng con­ 
stituents are so much lower than 
usually found In the Ohio river that 
he possibility of some system of purl- 
ffctttion bv your town suggested Itself 
to account for this. 
Concerning sam­ 
ple No. 3, I do not know whether It 
Is from the well described in tills arti­ 
cle, but the presence of the Iron hy­ 
droxide suggests 
a 
water 
heavily 
charged with Iron. 
You will recall 
that I declined to express an opinion 
as to the quality of tills water until I 
knew Its source, but lf from a well 
2UU feet deep, I am quite ready to pro­ 
nounce it quite a pure watsr. 
The 
large quantity of free atumoL la in this 
water would cause a chemist to con­ 
demn it if the examination was lim ­ 
ited to free ammonia; particularly if 
the well were a shallow one. 
Hut the 
very small amount of oxygen required, 
albuminoid ammonia 
nitrites 
and 
nitrates, are not consistent with a 
grossly polluted water. 
I am always 
Inclined to look with suspicion on a 
public well water—the chances of con­ 
tamination with surface water are 
apt to be considerable—and I do not 
wish to lie understood as affirming 
that all water that may come from 
ibis well will always be pure, but if 
derived from the deep strata, as this 
sample is. I think the water about as 
pure as is apt to be found.
